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AUSTIN, Tex.—Shell-shock­ 
ed and exhausted from one of 
the hardest-fought general e- 
lections in decades, Texans now 
can get a second wind 
and 
turn to new issues and decis­ 
ions. 
Some of the most significant 
decisions ahead grow out of 
decisions made at the polls ear­ 
lier this month. 
As a result of Sen. Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s election to the \ ice 
presidency his senate seat will 
become vacant on or before 
Jan. 20. It’s a highly coveted 
position, seldom up for grabs, 
since the winner of a six-year 
term can be fairly sure 
of 
molding it for life. 
It is likely that the race for 
Johnson's post will 
be 
the 
first special election in Texas 
history to have a run-off. 
A 
19t57 law, called the Pool Bill, 
provided that in special elect­ 
ions for congressional vacancies 
there shall be a run-off if no 
candidate receives a mapoity 
of the votes in the first poll­ 
ing. Previously, special elect­ 
ions had been on a higb-man- 
wins basis. 
Many possible candidates are 
mentioned. Among them: John 
Clonally of Fort Worth, 
Jack 
Cox of Breckenridge, M artin 
Dies Sr., of Lufkin, Congress­ 
man Joe Kilgore of McAllen, 
Wright Morrow 
of 
Houston, 
Lt. Gov. Ben Ramsey, 
John 
Ben Sheppard of Odessa, John 
G. Tower, Johnson’s Republi­ 
can opponent in the general e- 
lection, Attorney. 
Gen. 
Will 
Wilson and Congressman Jim 
Wright of W eatherford. 
It is unlikely that any can­ 
didate will make a public an­ 
nouncement 
until 
Senator 
Johnson officially resigns and 
Gov. Price Daniel sets the date 
for the special election. Under 
the law, the 
governor 
must 
call the election in no less than 
"0 days and not later than 90 
days from the time the vacan­ 
cy occurs. 
If Congress is in session at 
he time the vacancy occurs, 
f would also he the governor’s 
duty to name an interim sen­ 
hor to serve until a success­ 
or is elected. Governor Daniel

Warning Issued 
Against Grazing 
After First Frost 


The first frost of the winter 
should be here before long, and 
when it comes it could mean 
trouble for livestock produc­ 
ers. Johnsongrass and sorghum 
sometimes develop a hig!h prus­ 
sic acid content after a frost, 
and this is very dangerous to 
livestock 
Kirby Clayton, county agent, 
explains that certain chemical 
changes occur in the frost wilt­ 
ed plants, and these changes 
produce the prussic acid. 
The 
poison acts quickly and 
can 
kill an animal within a very 
short time after the damaged 
plant is eaten. W hether a poi­ 
soned animal can be saved de­ 
pends upon how quickly a vet­ 
erinarian can get to 
it . 
Frosted Johnsongrass or sor­ 
ghum should not be grazed un­ 
til it is completely dry, warns 
Clayton. If it is ready to cut 
before a frost, it may be cut 
the first day after the frost. 
Even so, 


to see th at it is completely dry the first place m anagers prize. 
before bailing. 
Silage is another way to use 
the frosted plants. Generally 
enough prussic acid is lost dur­ 
ing the ensiling process, and as 
silage is removed and fed, to 
make it safe to livestock. Ani­ 
mals shouldn’t be allowed 
to 
self-feed from a silo filled with 
frosted sudan or sorghum. 
If 
there is any doubt about the 
silage it should be tested. This 
may be done by a local veterin­ 
arian or by feeding the silage 
to one or two inferior animals.
